Aceording to oMelals at the war office
here today the combined losses in the
world'a greatest battle now raging along
the River Alane In Morthern France total
mora than 150,000, The Britiah casualties
in this bnttle admittedly are greater than
alt any other time during the war, The
German losses are terrife,

The German losses in the war as shown
by the lists thus far glven out total 45,
M7 In killed, wounded and missing. They
are liated thus: Killed, T482; wounded,
28,5841 misning, 9600,

miesing, 1029; total, 6104,

The German aviatlon corps suffered a
great loss In the death of Lieutenant
Werner von Veaullew. He was shot on
September 4 whila scouting over the en-
emy’s lines, but managed to gulde his
aeroplane back to snfety. The observer
who accompanied hm on the trip was
unhurt and secured valuable Information.
The lleutenant dled two days later.

Captnin Frederich P. Lannschmidt, of
the Fourth Foot Guards, was killed In
a battle with the French near Chalons
on September 15,

BORDEAUX, Sept. 19.

It was officlally stated today that let-

MAUBEUGE CAPTURED
BY GERMANS ON SEPT. 7

City Suffered Severely From Bom-
bardment of Week.
LONDON, Sept. 19.

The Timea correspondent at Boulogne
announces the fall of Maubeugs In the
folowing dispatch:

"Maubeuge fell on September 7. The
investment began on August 25, On Au-
Fust 26 the first shell was fired. On Au-
gust 27 the maln attnck was concentirated
on the forts to the north and east of the
city.

“Forts de Doussols, des Essarts and de
Cerfontaine and the earthworks of Roeq
waore destroyed by heavy artlllery.

"“The town suffered severely from the
bombardment., which continued with
great violence for 12 daya. More than a
thousand shells fell In one night near the
rallway statlon and the Rue de France
was partinlly destroyed. The loas ol lfe,

however, wns comparatively slight,

“At 11:30 oclock on the morning of
September T a white flag was holstedd on
the church tower and trumpets sounded
‘cenge Nring. but the firlng only ceased
at 1 o'clock that adternoon. In the nean-
time the greater part of the garrison suc-
ceeded In leaving the town, The German
forces murched In at 7 o'clock that eve-
ning."

'fannschmidt, who was a member of
the Senate of the German Noyal Academy
of Arts, and president of the Asdsoclation
of German Sculptors, was born in Berlin
in 1864, Among his famous works wera
statues of Fleld Marshall Von Moltke,
Gieneral Von Der Tann Hathsamhawsen
and Paul Gerhardt. For his skill In thesa
works he waa decorated with the Ludwig
Crosts of the First Class and made a
member of the Bavarian Mlchael Order
and the Order of Merit for Arts and
Sclences.
